Ban On Politics In 
College Elections 
Is Proposed 

illy Canadian University Tress) 
Political clubs nrc now an ac- 
tuality on I lie campus of the 
University of British Columbia. 
After a year nf fiery dchatc on 
the subject, anil the semi-exist- 
ence of politieal clubs in the 
gui^c of political forums, the 
weight of student opinion has 
passcil by a three to one major- 
ity an amendment to the ÀMS 
Constitution which will permit 
the formation of political cluh*. 

The student meeting, which took 
plate recently in the UBC grand- 
stand, overflowing into the bleach- 
ers and onto the grass, was the 
scene nf several hours hot debate 
and preferred sub-amendments to 
the AMS motion which proposed 
in brief that student political clubs 
be permitted tn organize as such 
subject to the controls nf the AMS 
which would institute and enforce 
controls. 

ACTIVITIES RESTRICTED 

The centre of student arRumcnt 
was not the motion as such but 
rather around one of the articles 
of the motion reading as follows: 
"No such club shall participate, di- 
rectly or otherwise, in elections to 
any student offices outside of the 
club itself, and acceptance of such 
support shall render any candidate 
for office ineligible." 

An amendment to the mottnn dc- 
IctiiiR this clause was proposed by 
Gordon Martin. President of the 
Social Problems Club and member 
nf UBC"s Communist Forum, set- 
ting the stage for a battle that 
showed no promise of termination 
until a motion was proposed lim- 
iting speakers to three minutes. 
Martin was supported by other 
members of the Communist Forum 
as well as by a member of the Lib- 
oral Forum. The latter stated that 
lie was supporting the amendment 
in order to eliminate the "pseudo- 
organization" that then ousted on 
the campus in regard to political 
•ubs. 

Amendment Opposed 
.h opposing the amendment one 
indent warned that student organi- 
zations, and he quoted the SCM as 
an example, could be infiltrated by 
Communists if the motion as pro- 
posed by the A.MS were not passed. 
"The SCM", he declared, ' should be 
free to worship God. They should 
be free from groups dedicated to 
the worship of Stalin." ♦ 

Another agitator against the 
amendment stated that it would 
•encourage party polities in AMS 
elections." One student declared 
that Communists arc not a politieal 
party but anarchists not interested 
in the Canadian way of life. 

The meeting was adjourned with- 
out a vole on the amendment 
which will be rediscusscd at a fu- 
ture meeting.

D'Arcy Shea 
Is Hoax Vic tim

The "Hooded Bandits" have just 
won more support in their daring 
escapade of unpopularity in subur- 
ban Montreal. D'Arcy Shea, a Mc- 
Gill music student, will probably 
shoot first, next time a hooded 
form presents itself. In any case. 
Shea will offer little sympathy to 
Gcrrard Dennis when the latter 
is brough to justice, alter using the 
student's name as an alias. 

Linked by police this week in 
house-breaking to the tunc of 
$400,00(1. Dennis and his woman 
"partner-in-crime". Eleanor Harris, 
are the resourceful participants in 
the terrorizing hold-ups which 
have savored of the pulp magazine 
thrillers. 

Shea, losing an identification 
bracelet in British Columbia, re- 
covered it later in mail, only to 
let it .slip off again in a river in 
Germany, before V-E day. In Oc- 
tober .1044. police arrived at Sheas 
Mount Royal avenue west home 
too late, after thieves had donc a 
little shop-lifting "homework" af- 
ter store hours. 

Police now reveal the intriguing 
climax— in a raid against the ban- 
dit's New York apartment conduct- 
ed last July,, also missing Dennis 
by 1(1 minutes, the identification 
bracelet was found bearing Shea's 
full name and identification num- 
ber-. Montreal "Sherlocks" con- 
clude that while posing as Shea. 
Dennis managed to slip across the 
border, and stay out of trouble in 
a New York hotel.

Tim Buck LPP Leader to Speak 
On Marshall Plan Today at 51 



Tim Buck, national leader of the 
Labor-Progressive Party, will ad- 
dress the McGill students this after- 
noon at 5 p.m., in the union ball- 
room. His topic will be: "What is 
the Marshall Plan?" 

Born in East Anglia, England. 
Mr. Buck came to Canada in 1910. 
A first class machinist, he started 
to work at his trade and soon be- 
came very active In the machinist 
union before World War Ï. He took 
a leading part in , the early 
socialist movement in Canada, and 
was one of the most active leaders 
of the Winnipeg general strike in 
1919. He was one of the original 
founders of the Canadian Commun- 
ist Party in 1922, and since that 
time has devoted nil his work and 
energy to the furthering of the 
cause of Marxism. 

In 1929 he was elected national 
cader of the Communist party. 
Prior to that. Mr. Buck had made 
an extensive tour across Canada, 
warning the Canadian people of 
the coming economic crisis. He was 
imprisoned under Section 98. in 
1931, and remained in the Kingston

Penitentiary until 1934. Whilst in 
Jail, an attempt was made on his 
life, when several shots were fired 
into his cell. 

Mr. Buck recently returned from 
an extensive lour of Europe, visit- 
ing England, Western and Eastern 
European countries; On his return 
to Canada, he wrote an eye-witness 
acoiint in a booklet entitled, "Eu- 
rope's Rebirth."

The lack of sufficient accommo- 
dations for married and single stud- 
ents attending cither Toronto Uni- 
versity or Western University in 
London, is said to have reached 
the critical stage. Articles appear- 
ing in the newspapers of the re- 
spective colleges graphically de- 
scribe the conditions existing. 

Campus, the news organ for the 
University of Toronto, stated that 
the situation had reached "acute 
proportions", and despite the of- 
forts of the S.A.C. i Student's Ad- 
ministrative Council i which has 
been searching to find accommoda- 
tion for hundreds of single stud- 
ents and close to a thousand mar- 
ried couples. 300 of whom arc par- 
ents, still many of the students arc 
faced with the discouraging and 
disrupting problem of finding them- 
selves a home. 

Advertising Used 
. Extensive advertising was one 
means used by the S.A.C. in order 
to inform the public at large of the 
way things were in relation to the 
crisis in attempt to convey the im- 
portance of an immediate solution 
to the problem, and to request that 
those capable of taking couples or 
single students into their homes 
would make themselves known to 
the committee which would feel 
greatly indebted. Response in this 
quarter wa.s good, but it was noted 
by Campus that the wealthier resi- 
dents of the city were disinclined 
towards opening their doors to stu- 
dents and responded less warmly. 

Engendering spirited resentment 
was the problem of "raised rents." 
Landladies, it seems, anxious to 
take advantage of a lucrative situ- 
ation, have "upped" their rents to 
an exorbitant slate. This rate at 
times exceeded $3B a week, a sum 
which the . average student could 
not possibly undertake to pay.

Student Labor 
Commission 
Formed at SCM 

Formation of a Student Labour 
Management Commission, which 
will investigate various labour prob- 
lems and prepare a report to be 
presented at the next mcetnig of 
the National Council of the S.C.M.. 
was discussed and planned at a 
meeting at the S.C.M. House, last 
night. Vincent Goring, who pre- 
sided, told those present that 
though the project was originated 
by the S.C.M., it was decided to in- 
clude other organizations, in order 
to broaden the outlook of the Com- 
mission, and tn provide more 
spurccs of information. Out of the 
eight organizations contacted, the 
S.C.M.. S.L.C.. C.C.F.. and L.P.P. 
were the only ones represented. 

The object nf the Commission will 
be to investigate labour legislation 
in Quebec, the issues of prevalent 
strikes, working conditions in areas 
where strikes are threatening, and 
to make a report of their findings. 
Both sides of the questions .will be 
presented. The reports will be con- 
sidered, resolutions formed and 
publicized, and line of action deter- 
mined. 

The Labour Management Com- 
mission will not be an organ repre- 
senting the views of McGill Univer- 
sity, it was stated, but merely "a 
group of interested students investi- 
gating labour situations unbiased!)*, 
and producing reports." The Com- 
mission will have to complete its 
report by the end of March, so that 
there will be no conflict with exam- 
inations. It will then be presented 
at the next National Council nf the 
S.C.M. in September nf next year. 

It was nriginalyl planned that 
each club would have one vote. 
However, because of the unprece- 
dented number of independents 
present, the form of voting was 
altered, and although their group 
standings will be considered, they 
will vote as individuals. 

Three permanent committees 
were set up to make the following 
investigations: 

(1) Labour legislation in Quebec; 
<2) Prices, and. the economic con- 
ditionsof the working man; (3) His- 
tory of strikes and industrialization 
in Quebec, during the past two 
years. 

Four temporary committees were 
appointed to Investigate the four

McGill University will be repre- 
sented next week at the 16th An- 
nual Forum of the New York Her- 
ald Tribune by Al Tunis, Editor- 
in-ChieX of the McGill Daily, and 
Jack Ronson, Commerce represen- 
tative to the Students' Executive 
Council. The Forum will take place 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York City, on October 20. 21 
and 22. 

Since the Forum's first session 
in 1930. it has undergone a signifi- 
cant evolution. Originally sponsor- 
ed by the Herald Tribune as a 
meeting between their editors and 
local community club leaders, it 
has since developed into an inter- 
national organization. To its po- 
dium have flocked leading public 
figures, not only from the United 
Stales, but from all over the world. 
This sounding board of public opin- 
ion has attracted a wide audience 
through the mediums of interna- 
tional press and radio. 

The subjects discussed represent 
a wide cross-section of current af- 
fairs, usually on an international 
scale. On these occasions, the For- 
um plays host to a succession of 
distinguished speakers — Congress- 
men and cabinet officers, foreign 
diplomats, military figures, men of 
letters, scientists and artists and a 
great many others. The Forum has 
a long record of public service, 
achieved by providing a meeting 
place for prominent men and wo- 
men in the public eye. who offer 
constructive opinion on the major 
problems of the day.

McGill opens its Combined 
Charities Drive for $5,000 to- 
day. Heading the campaign 
committee is 3rd Year Science 
student Nancy McGill, who 
along with her staff has organ- 
ized a new system of canvassing 
which includes several added at- 
tractions to boost the total pro- 
ceed g. 

First on the list is the Mc- 
Gill Charities Dance tonight, in the 
Curric Gym at 9.30. A unique prize 
is being offered for the winner of 
the raffle, which gets underway on 
Monday, namely, a pair of tickets 
on the Toronto football train leav- 
ing Windsor Station at 11.00 p.m. 
Friday, Oct. 24; two reserved scats 
at Varsity Stadium and two single 
rooms for Saturday night at the 
Royal York Hotel in Toronto. Tick-, 
els will be 25 cents each, and will 
be sold by various individuals on 
the campus. 

This year's system of canvassing 
is much more all-enveloping than 
in previous years. Formerly, stud- 
ents were often missed entirely, 
because they had changed facul- 
ties, or the person who was to con- 
tact them, failed to do so. Now 
clubs and other campus organiza- 
tions have undertaken to contact 
members, resident students will 
make their donations through their 
own committees and booths will 
also be set up in the various other 
buildings. In this way the canvas- 
sers hope to reach everyone. 

This system naturally leads to 
unavoidable overlapping of con- 
tacts. Distinguishing Red Feathers 
will be given out as receipts, so as 
to avoid unnecessary annoyance to 
students who have already con- 
tributed. 

The combined charities campaign 
will include the Welfare Federa- 
tion, the Catholic and Jewish 
charities. These organizations do 
much to alleviate suffering and 
hardship in the poorer sections of 
our cities. Their services extend 
from the cradle to the grave, and 
at the présent time arc in desper- 
ate need of funds to carry on their 
work. 

To stimulate interest among the 
suidcnts, the publicity committee, 
headed by Doug Burke, has ar- 
ranged stunts which will take place 
at intervals during the week. Ther- 
mometers will be erected on the 
avenue so that students can watch 
the progress of their charily drive. 
Several money saving schemes arc 
being thought up and will be de- 
livered for student consumption 
sometime next week. 

The committee hopes that 
everyone will bear in mind the fact 
that small donations from all 
rather than large sums from a few- 
are likely to boost the proceeds 
over the top.

Universities 
In West Seek 
Closer Ties 

The desire of Canada's western 
universities to cement a close rela- 
tionship with its eastern counter- 
parts was expressed by Profcscor 
W. L. G. Williams of the Engineer- 
ing Faculty. Prof. Williams has re- 
cently returned from a tour of the 
west as a representative of the 
Canadian Mathematical Congress. 

During his trip. Professor Wil- 
liams visited the Universities of 
British Columbia. Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan. Manitoba, and Victoria 
College, to discuss the possibilities 
of a meeting of the Congress in 
the west in 194!). 

Both the members of the facul- 
ties, and the students of the respec- 
tive institutions arc anxious to 
form a closer union with their dis- 
tant colleagues with regard to 
scientific affairs. Prof. Williams 
firmly believes that any further in- 
terest accorded to them will be 
greatly appreciated. A great deal of 
time, money and energy would be 
involved in establishing an 'interest 
and an acquaintance amongst the 
various universities, but it is felt 
that those concerned with the pro- 
ject would not toil in vain. 

Professor Williams found the 
educational facilities as strained in 
British Columbia and the Prairie 
Provinces as they were at McGill, 
but. asserts the professor, "the sit- 
uation is well in hand."

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TOPICS FOR DISCUSSION 



The occa&ion of a charities drive on the cam- 
pus is a serious one— deserving of much thought 
and sober consideration. 

Although the committee in charge of the 
campaign to raise $5,000 for the Combined (Char- 
ities will no doubt plan many diverting and 
light-hearted activities as an aid to their can- 
vassing, the problems of malnutrition, "poverty, 
sickness, old age, crime and delinquency arc by 
no means to be taken lightly. 

The mere existence of such problems in a land 
often described as "overbrimming with natural 
and mineral wealth," is in itself a pathetic state 
of affairs. Such difficulties arc understandable 
in the war-ravaged, politically disorganized con- 
ditions of some European countries, but that 
they exist in Canada, a country untouched by 
the recent conflict, is indeed a topic which would 
make for interesting discussion. 

There arc those who will offer the inevitable 
•olution of the 'fundamentalists': let us get at 
and eliminate the causes of poverty, sickness, 
malnutrition and delinquency. This, by way of 
explanation, is indeed a rational attitude, and 
presents an objective for which we must strive. 

But to return to the present, it must be ad- 
mitted that the problems still confront us, here 
and now. They exist in our country, in our city, 
in our very neighbourhood. And an immediate 



method of alleviating them is through individual 
donations to the organizations which have set 
themselves up as buffers to otherwise pitiful hu- 
man degradation and deprivation. 

Each of the problems themselves would con- 
stitute a fitting topic for a treatise. For example, 
the problem of juvenile delinquency and the ef- 
fects which it has upon later life; (he question 
of why juveniles arc delinquent, and what effect 
environment plays upon the individual in ttiis 
respect— all these arc worthy of discussion. 

Sociologists have for many years striven to 
understand and explain the underlying reasons 
for anti-social behaviour in youngsters. They 
have incidentally, contributed much to this un- 
derstanding, and have been largely responsible 
field. And this is one of the causes for which 
for the active role of the social worker in this 
McGill students are being asked to donate. 

There is, wc feel, no necessity lo say any 
more. Past records have shown that McGill stu- 
dents need not be cajoled or persuaded into con- 
tributing to a chnrities drive. Catholic, Protest- 
ant and Hebrew students each have a personal 
interest in this campaign, for donations arc to 
be divided among these three main branches: 
the Welfare Federation, and the Catholic and 
ilebrew Charities. — AT.

(Quoted from official German records of the 
Magyar parliament): On June 9th, 1942, at the 263rd 
sitting of the House in Budapest, a bill was intro- 
duced against the Jews, calling on the government 
to confiscate all their "land, woodlands, buildings 
and equipment." 

In his discussion Mr. Ferenc Nagy (that martyr 
against Communism) said: ' 

"We look upon the bill first of all to protect the 
Hungarian race and strengthen it. From this point 
of view we can only sanction the fact that this bill 
aims to give all this land to Christian Hungarian 
Society. If the sense 'of the Idea in the bill is really 
to protect the race it will be necessary to GO A 
FEW STEPS FURTHER and then we will not fear 
how the Jewish land will be distributed or who will 
get it." 

On June 17th— eight days later— Nagy said: 
"Wc see clearly that Hungarian society has be- 
fore it two great tasks. The first is lo hold out as 
strongly as possible in the war effort (i.e. against 
the United Nations). 

"The second task that we have to think about 
right now is that we must be prepared tor condi-

Hons that will come after the war. After the war 
with new ideas and new organizations, we will have 
to find our place In a changed world." (All the 
right-wing deputies, including the fascist Arrow 
Cross members, applauded this assertion.) 

"Not only now that Hitler is winning, but long 
ago as a peasant boy, I thought of those people who 
recognize the force that lies in organizing society 
and how to use this force to accomplish big national 
tasks. We don't have to look too far for examples. 
Let's look around in Germany. Will they be able 
to achieve such enormous goals without clever and 
proper organization? Wc Hungarians cannot remain 
behind." • 

That "Z. B." who could easily have been merely 
misinformed should have taken such a view Is un- 
derstandable. But that Harry Truman in Washing- 
ton with an efficient Intelligence service at his com- 
mand should exclaim "Outrage" at the ousting of 
Nagy is, to say the last, nauseating. 

More shocking still is that Nagy, who managed 
to elude the Bolshevik fiends with "only $17.00 in 
his pocket," has now bought for himself an estate 
in Arlington, Virginia, worth tens of thousands of 
dollars, and has made two short-wave broadcasts 
for the "Voice of America" series. 

One questions the integrity of the leaders of the 
American state when they speak of helping the "free 
peoples" Of Europe. They have already managed to 
set up a monarcho-fascist regime In Greece. They 
should not be allowed to continue such predatory 
activities. Let the influential voice of the students 
of this university and of all Canadian universities 
speak out against this war-mongering policy.

Women's Orchestra 
Pleases Audience 

Ethel Stark and the Montreal 
Women's Symphony gave a 
thoroughly delightful concert lo 
an enthusiastic audience on Wed- 
nesday evening at Plateau Hall. 
Since its inception in 1940 the 
Orchestra has come a long way. 
They display an enthusiasm for 
music, which is easily transmiss- 
able to the audience, who arc al- 
ways ready to establish a spiritual 
affinity with the players. This play- 
ing with complete joy is something 
not always encountered in national 
orchestras of great reputation, and 
is always refreshing. 

The first half of the program was 
made up of Weber's Euryanthe 
Overture, Sketches on two French 
Canadian Airs by Sir Ernest Mac- 
Millan, and Richard Strauss' monu- 
mental work Death and Transfigu- 
ration, The Overture is a rousing 
piece of work which might have 
been designed lo bring a nervous 
orchestra and a restless audience 
together. It tells the story of Eu- 
ryanthe and her lover Adolar with 
colour and feeling. 

The inclusion of MacMillan's 
sketches in the programme was an 
excellent choice. Designed for 
strings, the Sketches, one spirited 
and one tender and haunting, shew- 
ed the violins to good effect. 
Strauss' Death and Transfiguration 
is not an easy work to interpret 
due to its intense emotional drama 
demanding strict symphonic ex- 
pression. It was handled with care 
and restraint and was the best 
work of the evening. Particularly 
worthy of mention was the slow 
introduction with ils solo for the 
concert-master, which was inter- 
preted with beauty and precision. 

The second half of the program 
was devoted entirely to Tchaikov- 
sky's Fourth Symphony, which was 
received by the audience with great 
enthusiasm. In this work also the 
string section was well-disciplined, 
and the pizzicato scherzo has never 
been played better. The optimistic 
and joyful finale saw the orchestra 
in a great mood of spirit and fun, 
utterly consumed with the heady 
wine of Tchaikovsky's lust for life. 

Miss Stark deserves particular 
mention for the remarkable discip- 
line she exerts over the orchestra, 
and the care, precision and re- 
straint with which she treats her 
work. 

Having already voiced approval 
of the polish of the strings, si word 
must now be said of the brass. It 
appears to this reviewer that the 
trumpets and trombones sacrificed 
tone and quality on the altar of 
valume during the grand finale of 
Tchaikovsky. If this small fault Is 
remedied before the Orchestra plays 
at the Carnegie Hall on October 
22nd, the concert should prove to 
be one of the highlights of the 
musical season.

Music This Week

On Tuesday last Floor Peelers, 
the eminent Belgian organist, pre- 
sented a concentrated programme 
of music by Johann Sebastian Bach 
and Cesar Franck. His playing was 
noteworthy for its artistry— the 
Bach being performed with admir- 
able classic restraint, while the 
Franck was brought forth with 
great enthusiasm and gusto. 

The Passucaglia and Fugue in C 
Minor which opened the pro- 
gramme was built up very grad- 
ually to its grand climax with 
clarity of thought and clean, pre- 
cise playing throughout. In this, as 
in all the Bach performed, the or- 
ganist employed striking but pleas- 
ant contrast in his registration. 

Three Chorale Preludes, Nun 
Front Euch, Nun Komm Du Hcidcn 
Hciland, and Wachet Auf, followed 
the Passacaglia. The first, built on 
a theme by Martin Luther carried 
by the pedals throughout with an 
obbligato effect on the manuals, and 
the third, based on the parable of 
Ihe Wise and Foolish Virgin, were 
the most excitingly performed. 
These were followed by the Great 
Fugue in G minor and the Prelude 
and Fugue in A minor which were 
performed in an exemplary man- 
ner. 

The second half of the program 
was devoted to three compositions 
by Cesar Franck, the Chorale in E 
major No. I, Pastorale, and the 
magnificent Piece Héroïque. These 
works were performed in the tradi- 
tional grand manner and again M. 
Peelers' striking registration was 
in evidence.

Is Now Second

McGill again tops the record en- 
rolment of its previous session. Last 
year McGill was the country's third 
largest university, dropping behind 
the University of British Columbia's 
second place total, with 8,239 en- 
gaged in McGill'.s courses leading 
to degrees and diplomas. This" year 
wc step right in behind our mam- 
moth cousins, the 18,000 strong 
Torontonians. 

Not to be interpreted in the light 
of the current football opener, old 
McGill falls behind Toronto's colos- 
sal enrolment. McGill still expects 
an even greater multitude than last 
year passing through the gates of

McGill campus and MacDonald Col- 
lege, and the barbed wire of Daw- 
son College. 

The greatest increases in com- 
parison to last year's phenomenal 
registration arc as follows: Physical 
Education, last year 110, now swol- 
len to 170; Architecture, holding the 
line in 4f>-47 at 66 "potentials." now 
exceeds 91: the Law Faculty fixed 
at 159 last session, now boasts 192 
inmates at Purvis Hall; Household 
Science also jumped from 117 to 145 
over the past summer. 

On the other side of the enrol- 
ment race wc find the Scicncemcn 
thinning out to 1,255, with a loss of 
262 since last May's finals. Com- 
merce, similarly, seems a little 
leaner with 820 on the record, as 
opposed to the 854 economists who 
graced last year's campus. 

Final figures on enrolment are not 
available before the completion of 
registration in the Graduate School, 
Diploma students in Medicine, and 
Partial students. Tabulation of this 
record registration is made exclud- 
ing the thousands attending eve- 
ning classes and summer schools- 
explaining the general commotion 
in the environs of University and 
Sherbrooke street*, on week-days 
from nine to five.

Scandinavians 
Offer Trips 
As Prizes 

Six free trips to the Scandinav- 
ian countries in the summer of 
1948 with all expenses paid will be 
first and second prizes for the best 
essays on "The Influence of Swed- 
ish Settlers on a Community or 
Region" in a contest sponsored by 
the Swedish American Line. G. H. 
Lundbcck, Jr., managing director 
of the line announced today. 

Other awards include three trips 
to Swedish Pioneer Centennial 
Celebrations planned in the U.S. 
Midwest next summer while nine 
awards will be in the form of U.S 
Savings Bonds. 

The contest is open to three 
groups, judged separately: 1. Col- 
lege undergraduates; 2. High school 
and preparatory school students; 
3. Adults regardless of occupation. 
The contest closes April 1, 1948. 
Fourteen prominent educators and 
heads of colleges will serve as 
judges. 

"This is the first time a contest 
on this subject has been initiated", 
Mr. Lundbeck said, "and wc hope 
tit will bring to light many inter 
esting stories of Swedish immig 
ration and the influence of Swedish 
settlers on American culture." The 
essay, written in English, may con 
ccrn a person — man or woman 
of Swedish birth or descent — any 
where in the United States or Can 
ada. While the subject need to be 
a person of national prominence or 
of historical importance, it must 
be one who has exerted an influ 
ence on a community or region. The 
essay may also concern a colony, 
group, society, church, or organiza- 
tion, past or present, it was point 
ed out. 

The Swedish Pioneer Centennial 
will be celebrated throughout the 
country beginning next June.

Placement Service Said^ FineATis 
To be Efficient Body

The McGill Placement Service, 
though it has only been open for 
a short time, is already an efficient 
organization with great plans for 
the future. Located at 34C6 Univer- 
sity Street, and under the director- 
ship of/c M. McDougall and Mrs. 
Tessicr, it is ready to provide full 
or part-time work to all McGill 
students and graduates. Jobs range 
anywhere from baby-silting to 
floor-waxing. 

To form the bureau which open- 
ed on July 1, 1947. the Students' 
Employment Service was merged 
with the Univcts. The S.E.S. had 
been working for many years, but 
was hampered by lack of facilities. 
The Univets were a comparatively 
new organization which provided 
employment for veterans at McGill. 

The work of the McGill Place- 
ment Service is divided into four 
parts: finding employment for new 
graduates, re-allocating grads of 
former years, and giving both part 
time and summer jobs to undcr- 
grads. Details of applicants arc 
taken down and filed, while firms, 
factories and anxious housewives 
arc constantly applying for work- 
ers. 

The placement of graduates is at- 
tended to by C. M. McDougall, a 
last year's student counsellor. Al- 
though the bureau opened too late 
to find jobs for most '37 grads, 20

have already been placed, along 
with 4 or 5 from former years. Mr. 
McDougall expects to permanently 
place as many as 2,000 students this 
summer. 

Part-time employment is chiefly 
under the supervision of Mrs. Tes- 
sicr, formerly of the Students' Em- 
ployment Service. Here wc find 
that cash may be made translating, 
typing, tutoring, washing dishes, 
coachig athletics, playing in or- 
chestras, and in many other ways. 
All campus jobs such as selling 
tickets and waiting in the Union 
arc done through the Placement 
Service. 

At the present time there is an 
urgent call for one male typist, 
some husky day-laborers for con- 
struction, and four girls to work on 
zippers, while last week a magician 
was found to entertain at a chil- 
dren's party. During the fall, how- 
ever, the chief call is for students 
who can wash floors and walls and 
put on double windows. Among the 
less strenuous jobs, tutoring is 
popular. Honor students earn about 
$1.50 an hour coaching high school 
students and more backward Mc- 
Gillians. The largest section in the 
part time employment bureau deals, 
nevertheless, with baby sitting. 
Students may earn from 35 to 50 
cents an hour at this admirable task. 
It has yet to be explained why 
more men than girls apply for the 
job. 

Even out at Dawson, there are a 
few openings for students on the 
campus, and even in St. Johns. 
The McGill Placement Service is 
not responsible for employment for 
wives of Dawsonitcs, however. This 
is dealt with by the vice-president 
alone. 

Included in the Service's plans 
for the future is a vocational guid- 
ance department, while this year 
a library of occupations will be set 
up, giving information on all types 
of employment, with specific re- 
ferences to companies. This year 
also the Placement Service will 
take part in Gen Nitcs, discussing 
occupations and job opportunities. 
The service will also sponsor the 
visits by personnel managers of va- 
rious companies to the faculty 
buildings, where they will inter- 
view 4th year students as prospec- 
tive employees.

In Progress

McGill's new Department of Fine 
Arts, under the direction of Prof. 
Robert T. Davis and Dr. Arthur 
Lismcr. is now officially in session. 
Lectures in the first of the two 
courses offered by the Department 
began on October 1, while students 
enrolled in the second course had 
their first lecture Wednesday. 

The first course Is designed to 
equip the students with an under- 
standing of the Fine Arts. The 
course, which is an Introduction to 
Art, will deal with Egyptian. Gre- 
cian. Roman, and Mediaeval Euro- 
pean art. eventually leading up to 
the works of contemporary artists, 
y is emphasized that the course is 
open to all students wishing to gain 
a further appreciation of '<he aes- 
thetic side of life, and to qualify 
for the course no previous knowl- 
edge of the Fine Arts is necessary. 

The second course introduces 
practical work, such as painting and 
modelling, and although the practi- 
cal work is Important, the student 
wll lnot be Judged on his talent, 
but on the progress he makes 
throughout the year.

Large Sums 
Are Given 
To University 

The Board of Governors of Mc- 
Gill University acknowledged to- 
day three bequests, totalling $14.000, 
from the estate of the late Frank 
P. Jones. University officials also 
announced the receipt of hundreds 
of other gifts, grants, and bequests, 
totalling many thousands of dol- 
lars, which were made during the 
summer months. 

One bequest of $56.000 was made 
for the establishment of permanent 
scholarships in agriculture to be 
known as "The Eliza M. Jones 
Scholarships" in memory of the 
donor's mother. A second, of a sim- 
ilar amount, was made to provide 
permanent scholarships for the 
children of the employees of Con- 
sumers Glass Company Limited, to 
be known as "The Frank P. Jones 
Scholarships". The third bequest of 
$28,000 was made towards the de- 
velopment of veterinary science. 

An anonymous $25,000 donation 
was made to the Neurological In- 
stitute for research in the field of 
multiple sclerosis. 

The Dominion Bridge Company 
Limited and The Dominion Engin- 
eer Works each donated $25,000 to 
establish the George Hcrrick Dug- 
gan Memorial Scholarships. 

The donation of $15,000 from the 
Canadian Legion, Quebec Provin- 
cial Command for the institution of 
a laboratory for research in viru» 
diseases, especially poliomyelitis, 
was formally acknowledged. 

Samuel Bronfman made his fifth 
annual donation of $20.000 to the 
School of Commerce.
